COVID-19 testing 
lags as Michigan 
cases Soar to 12

Lives were disrupted with closures and 
cancellations across the state Thursday amid 
10 newly confirmed cases of COVID-19. Atten- 
tion turned to testing, and why more people 
haven't been tested for the novel coronavirus. 

The truth is, there simply arent enough 
tests — yet. 

And although the situation is likely to get 
better soon — commercial labs are ramping 
up production — there still aren’t enough to 
test every person who wants to be tested. 

As of Thursday evening, 158 Michiganders 
had been tested for the virus, according to the 
Michigan Department of Health and Human 
Services. Twelve people in seven counties 
tested positive for COVID-19, though the

Dow's drop worst since 1987

An all-out, looming fear for the country’s 
future financial health smacked Wall Street 
with a startling 9.9% one-day decline on 
Thursday. 

In just one month, the Dow has lost 28.3% 
or 8,350.47 points since closing at a record 
29,551.42 points on Feb. 12. 


The Dow Jones industrial average closed 
Thursday at 21,200.95 points — losing 
2,352.33 points or 9.9%. It’s the biggest one- 
day percentage drop since 1987. 

Traders locked onto the notion that a 
country that’s on lockdown is a country that’s 
heading into a recession. 

Like much of the past week, the day didn’t 
start out well for Wall Street traders and ev- 
eryday 401(k) savers.
